Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your letter of 1/13. I appreciate your comments on the Belin 
review. I agree that I am not in a position to call the Watergate investigation 
a proper one, but it is getting real results, which is something. You mentioned 
that Willens could be added to the list of Watergate lawyers - I must have missed 
that. Could you tell me where his »• name came up? 

You mentioned Saxbe's comments on Face the Nation, 1/13, relative to the 
Freedom of Information Act. I missed this. Could you send me the relevant 
part of the transcript, or (if you have it) the address to send off to? 

Did you hear about the disclosure of "electronic surveillance" and "disruption" 
against the SWP by the FBI, for many years including 1963? X&SXSJ2&X&K The record 
doesn't show any of Oswald’s letters to the SWP (or YSA, Militant) being intercepted - 
not KEjt very likely. If the photo of LHO with the rifle had been published in 
the Militant before the assassination, that esh would have caused quite a disruption, 
wouldrft it? Also, the "L.H." letter which appeared in the issue of the Militant 
which Oswald was holding would have been important evidence, especially because 
of the indications that xssrssis someone wrote it for Oswald; I texx® asked the Militant 
about this long ago and they said they had no record of it. I have been thinking 
of asking the FBI if they got a photographs of it taafsixa when it was sent. That wouldn't 
be a. frivolous request, since I could phrase it in terms of psxntink pointing stag 
out new evidence - a lead to be followed - as well as a Fol request. Just an idle 
thought. 

Better be careful with my zip code (94709), also. Highland Place, (not Drive, -which 
exists in another part of town).
